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A   Tribute   to   Mother  on   Mother's   Day 
(taken  from  Deseret  News.  May,  1951) 


If  our  Mothers  ran  the  world,  what 
kind  of  a  world  would  it  be?  Would 
there  be  wars  and  threats  of  war  as 
there  are  to-day?  Would  sons  be  called 
into  the  military  service  and  taught  how 
to  kill  other  women's  sons  with  great 
dispatch?  What  would  your  mother  do 
with  an  atomic  bomb? 

All  our  lives  we  have  been  taught  that 
true  mothers  are  the  partners  of  God. 
And  they  are.  These  mothers  not  only 
are  his  partners  in  the  great  work  of 
bringing  forth  life,  but  they  are  great 
attributes  which  are  divine  in  their 
nature. 

Their  love  for  their  children  is  often 
likened  to  the  love  of  heaven.  Their 
compassion  is  deep,  their  willingness  to 
sacrifice  seems  endless,  and  they  repeat- 
edly pass  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death  —  just  for  their  chil- 
dren. Their  patience  seems  without 
measure. 

True  mothers  are  not  without  disci- 
pline. They  know  full  well  that  young- 
sters need  guidance,  and  that  occasion- 
ally guidance  must  be  accompanied  by 
the  rod.  Yet  chastisement  is  followed 
by  an  increased  show  of  affection. 

Mothers  seek  to  build  character  in 
their  children.  They  wish  them  to  be 
good,  and  big,  and  strong,  and  seek  to 
implant  in  their  hearts  a  desire  to  do 
constructive  things,  to  love  righteous- 
ness, to  avoid  that  which  is  wrong. 

That  is  why  mothers'  hearts  are 
wrung  by  the  criminal  acts  and  tenden- 
cies of  their  children;  and  why  they 
weep  when  their  young  ones  offend 
others,  and  run  afoul  of  the  law;  or 
when  they  discard  high  principles  of  re- 
ligion which,  if  followed,  would  make 
them  Christ-like. 

If  these  mothers  could  have  their  way. 
all  their  children  would  be  fine  and 
good;  and  all  their  children  would  lead 


constructive    lives,    doing    to   others    as 
they  would  have  others  do  to  them. 

What  would  mothers  do  with  war? 
What  would  they  do  with  the  atomic 
bomb?  What  would  they  do  with  the 
warmongers  who  threaten  the  peace  of 
the  world?  Can  anyone  say  they  do  not 
know  the  answers  to  these  questions? 

One  of  the  great  reasons  for  the  inter- 
national bitterness  of  to-day  is  that 
mothers  do  not  have  the  influence  they 
should  have  in  the  world.  Grown  men 
who  become  Stalins  and  Hitlers  and 
other  warmongers  have  cut  themselves 
loose  from  their  mothers'  apron  strings; 
they  have  laughed  at  tender-hearted- 
ness, and  said  "that  is  like  a  woman." 
Being  "big  men"  they,  of  course,  could 
not  stoop  to  being  "like  a  woman."  They 
could  not  have  tender  hearts,  nor  com- 
passion, nor  could  they  weep  with  those 
who  mourn.  They  could  not  sense  the 
feeling  in  the  breast  of  a  mother  when 
a  son  is  taken  out  of  the  home,  sent  to 
a  training  camp,  and  then  to  war  —  to 
kill  —  or  be  killed. 

But  let  us  put  this  kind  of  thinking 
on  an  individual,  and  not  a  world  basis. 
Have  we  cut  ourselves  loose  from  our 
mothers'  apron  strings?  And  has  it  been 
good  for  us?  Are  we  too  big  now,  that 
we  have  grown  up,  to  consider  mother's 
feelings,  mother's  mercies,  and  have  we 
outgrown  the  help  of  mother  —  she  who 
is  a  partner  of  God,  who  has  compassion 
like  his,  love  like  his,  patience  like  his? 

How  different  are  we  from  the  leaders 
of  war-like  nations,  only  on  a  personal, 
individual  basis? 

Mother's  love  and  mother's  attributes 
can  help  you  in  your  personal  problems, 
just  as  her  principles,  if  accepted,  could 
help  the  world  at  large,  and  bring  peace 
back  to  this  troubled  earth. 

Let  us  remember  that  mother  is  a 
partner  of  God.  She  is  moved  by  im- 
pulses and  influences  from  above. 
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LEADING  MAGAZINES  GO 
ALL  OUT  FOR  SECRETARY

The  same  issue  of  the  Post  gave 
its  lead  editorial  to  a  discussion 
of  the  problems  before  Elder 
Benson  and  concluded  with  the 
statement,  "Mr.  Benson  has  a  lot 
of  support  already,  and  he  will 
have  more  when  his  objectives 
are  more  clearly  defined.  In  the 
meantime  he  is  likely  to  encoun- 
ter heavy  weather." 

This  week's  Life  Magazine  and 
also  the  Time  Magazine  devoted 
articles  on  Elder  Benson  and  the 
problems  ahead  of  him. 

On  his  own.  Elder  Benson  de- 
livered a  radio  address  to  the 
nation  earlier  in  the  week,  then 
appeared  for  20  minutes  before 
the  National  Press  Club  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  to  answer  questions 
of  news  reporters.

They  will  sail  for  Le  Havre, 
France,  on  the  "S.S.  Waterman,"' 
arriving  there  June  28.  Only 
accredited  students  between  the 
ages  of  18  and  30  may  participate, 
and  all  applications  are  due  no 
later  than  March  15,  1953.  They 
should  be  addressed  to  the  BYU 
Extension  Division.  Dr.  Harold 
Glen  Clark,  director  BYU. 

Academic  credit  students  may 
apply  for  6  to  9  hours  of  credit  on 
an  individual  study  programme 
basis,  and  final  approval  on  each 
applicant  will  be  given  by  Mr. 
Clark  following  a  personal  inter- 
view. Full  details  of  the  entire 
tour  may  be  had  by  addressing 
the  request  to  the  Extension  Divi- 
sion BYU. 

BRITISH  MISSION  HAS  75 
ACTIVE     ORGANIZATIONS.  — 

Outstanding  achievement  in 
genealogical  work  and  temple, 
activities  has  just  been  reported 
by  the  British  Mission. 

Sixty-nine  of  the  75  Branches 
of  the  Mission  have  genealogical 
organizations,  the  annual  report 
discloses.

The  word  of  the  Lord  unto  His  servant

I  know  why  God  has 
withheld  His  face  from  the  peoples  of  the 
world  and  given  us  an  understanding  so 
that  we  can  search  and  find  out  for  our- 
selves, and  then  build  on  that  foundation 
an  unshakable  faith  in  a  living  God. 

Our  Father  in  Heaven  is  working  for  the 
salvation  and  Exaltation  for  his  children 
who  have  kept  their  first  estate  and  are, 
or  have  done,  or  are  going  to  live  here  in 
in  this  mortal  probation.  It  would  be  an 
easy  thing  for  him  to  say  that  we  would  be

born  into  this  life  with  the  same  light  and 
knowledge  that  we  possessed  in  the  world 
before  this  one.  It  would  probably  be  the 
easiest  way  out  but  that  would  be  defeating 
the  end  purpose  of  our  existence  here  in 
this  period  of  trial.  He  has  given  us  the 
necessary  keys  to  unlock  the  doors  that 
separate  us  from  the  glory  of  the  eternities. 
We  can  progress  as  fast  as  we  learn  the 
way  that  the  doors  are  to  be  opened.  We 
are  the  only  ones,  unfortunately,  who  have 
the  power  to  open  these  doors  and  we  are 
the  only  ones  who  can  take  the  step  over 
the  threshold  for  us.  We  have  to  be  Pilot, 
Captain  and  crew  of  our  own  ship  and 
have  to  work  out  our  own  Salvation. 

The  Lord  has  given  us  these  keys  and  the 
mind  with  which  to  fathom  the  purpose  of 
our  existance.  I  am  just  enough  of  an 
economist  to  assume  that  our  Father  in 
Heaven  wants  us  to  use  the  gifts  and 
powers  that  we  have  been  given.  The  story 
of  the  talents  would  serve  to  illustrate  the 
point  that  I  would  like  to  bring  out  in  these 
few  lines.  There  is  no  need  to  rehearse 
the  story  because  I  am  sure  that  we're  all 
familiar  with  it,  but  I  would  like  to  illus- 
trate the  striking  contrast  between  the  re- 
cipients of  the  different  gifts.  The  man 
who  received  the  largest  of  the  talents 
used  them  wisely  and  increased  them  to 
twice  that  of  the  original,  but  on  the  other 
hand  the  man  who  received  of  the  smallest 
portion  took  what  he  had  and  buried  it  in 
the  earth  for  fear  of  losing  it.  We  all  know 
the  outcome  when  the  master  returned 
from  his  travels.  The  one  to  whom  he  had 
given  the  most  had  proved  his  worthiness 
and  received  stewardship  over  much  more, 
while  the  servant  who  buried  his  talent 
had  even  that  which  he  had  been  given 
taken  from  him. 

Can  we,  for  the  sake  of  better  description, 
call  our  knowledge  of  the  plan  of  salvation 
one  of  these  Golden  talents?  Do  you  think 
that  the  Master  at  whose  hand  we  have  re- 
ceived this  talent  wants  us  to  be  like  our 
ignoble  hero  and  bury  it  in  the  earth? 

The  Lord  tells  us  that  it  is  his  work  to 
bring  about  immortality  and  eternal  life 
but  he  can't  do  the  job  all  on  his  own.      If 
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we  don't  want  to  co-operate  with  Him  on 
the  undertaking  then  he  will  by  no  means 
force  the  mind  of  His  children  here  on 
earth.  It  must  be  a  hard  task  for  Him  striv- 
ing day  after  day  by  love  and  persuasion  to 
win  the  hearts  of  His  children,  when  they 
are  so  slow  to  hearken  unto  his  word. 

Can  you  imagine  what  our  Father  thinks 
about  His  children  on  earth  when  they  re- 
fuse to  go  part  way  with  him  in  this  eternal 
partnership,  and  he  looks  back  on  the  time 
that  His  only  begotten  son  was  hanging  there 
on  the  cross  at  Calvary.  Our  Heavenly 
Father's  love  for  mankind  being  so  great 
that  He  did  not  put  forth  his  hand  to  stop 
or  even  to  ease  the  suffering  of  His  son. 
Wouldn't  it  have  been  easy  for  the  Lord  with 
numberless  concourses  of  angels  at  His 
command  to  say  to  them:  "Go  forth  and  re- 
lieve the  suffering  of  Mine  Only  Begotten." 


His  love  for  the  welfare  of  us  mortals 
wouldn't  allow  him  to  stop  the  events  that 
led  to  the  crucifixion  of  Christ.  Then  also 
there  is  the  love  shown  for  us  by  the  one 
who  offered  His  life  as  a  ransom  to  atone 
for  the  sins  of  the  world.  Surely  this  out- 
ward evidence  is  enough  for  us  to  realize 
what  ends  God  will  go  to  in  bringing  his 
plan  for  mortal  redemption  into  operation. 

When  we  come  to  this  realization  it 
should,  if  we  have  within  us  any  sense  of 
gratitude,  stir  our  emotions  to  the  extent 
that  we  will  be  more  than  willing  to  follow 
the  path  that  leads  to  eternal  life.  Maybe 
then,  in  this  way,  we  can  by  some  small 
means  compensate  our  Father  in  Heaven 
and  His  Son  for  the  things  that  they  are 
willing  to  put  before  us  as  stepping  stones, 
on  the  road  that  leads  to  eternal  life.

"Our  home  joys."  says  Festalozzi,  "arc 
the  most  delightful  earth  affords  and  the 
joy  of  parents  in  their  children  is  the  most 
holy  of  humanity.  It  makes  their  hearts 
pure  and  good:  it  lifts  them  up  to  their 
Father  in  heaven."'  Such  joys  are  within 
the  reach  of  most  men  and  women  of  high 
ideals  if  marriage  and  home  be  properly 
fostered  and  cherished. 

It  is  said  that  the  best  and  noblest  lives 
arc  those  which  are  set  toward  high  ideals. 
Truly  no  higher  ideal  regarding  marriage 
can  be  cherished  by  young  people  than  to 
look  upon  it  as  a  divine  institution.  In  the 
minds  of  the  young  such  a  standard  is  a  pro- 
tection to  them  in  courtship,  an  ever- 
present  influence  inducing  them  to  refrain 
from  doing  anything  which  may  prevent 
their  going  to  the  temple  to  have  their  love 
consummated  in  an  enduring  and  eternal 
union.  It  will  lead  them  to  seek  divine 
guidance  in  the  selecting  of  their  com- 
panions, upon  the  wise  choice  of  whom 
their  life's  happiness  here  and  hereafter  is 
largely  dependent. 

The  exalted  view  of  marriage  as  held  by 
this  Church  is  given  expressly  in  five  words 
in  the  fifteenth  verse  of  the  forty-ninth  sec- 
tion of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants:  "Mar- 
riage is  ordained  of  God."  That  revelation 
was  given  in  1831  when  Joseph  Smith  was 
only  twenty-five  years  of  age.  Considering 
the  circumstances  under  which  it  was 
given,  we  find  in  it  another  example  among 
hundreds  of  others  corroborative  of  the 
fact  that  he  was  inspired  of  the  Lord- 

Although  there  is  evidence  that  some 
people  have  looked  upon  the  marriage  cere- 
mony as  continuing  after  death,  yet,  gener- 
ally, the  ceremony  is  valid  only  "until 
death  do  us  part.*'  Joseph  the  Seer,  grasp- 
ing the  eternal  nature  of  love  as  the  most 
divine  attribute  of  the  human  soul,  as  an 
everlasting  attribute  of  the  spirit,  revealed 
the  eternity  of  the  marriage  covenant,  a 
doctrine  so  beautiful,  so  logical,  so  far- 
reaching  in  its  significance  that  if  it  were 
adopted  in  its  entirety,  many  of  the  present 
evils  of  society  might  be  abolished. 

And  yet,  if  I  mistake  not  the  signs  of  the 
times,  the  sacredness  of  the  marriage  cove- 
nant is  dangerously  threatened.    There  are 


too  many  thoughtless,  hasty  marriages  en- 
i  into  without  enough  time  taken  to 
consider  the  temporal  or  eternal  conse- 
quences. There  are  too  many  places  where 
the  marriage  ceremony  may  be  performed 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night  without  any 
previous  arrangement — the  licence  issued 
and  the  ceremony  performed  while  the 
couple  waits.  Such  marriages  too  often  end 
in  disappointment  and  sorrow;  and,  oh, 
how  far  do  they  fall  below  the  true  ideal! 
As  far  as  lies  within  our  power,  we  must 
warn  young  couples  against  secret  and 
hasty  marriages. 

I  mention  these  things  not  in  the  spirit  of 
pessimism  nor  as  a  crier  of  impending 
calamity,  but  with  the  desire  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  necessity  of  our  maintaining  the 
high  standard  of  marriage  set  forth  in  the 
revelations  of  the  Lord. 

The  eternity  of  the  marriage  covenant  is 
a  glorious  revelation,  giving  assurance  to 
hearts  bound  by  the  golden  clasp  of  love 
and  sealed  by  authority  of  the  Holy  Priest- 
hood, that  their  union  is  eternal. 

Temple  marriage  is  basically  appealing; 
it  is  scientifically  sound;  and  any  young 
man  who  takes  his  sweetheart  to  a  temple 
should  go  there  with  the  understanding 
that  their  union  is  to  be  just  as  eternal  as 
the  love  that  has  brought  them  to  the  altar- 
Some  may  question  it.  But  let's  look  at  the 
principle  of  it. 

Will  you  name  for  me  in  your  minds  the 
most  divine  attribute  of  the  human  soul? 
It  is  not  sympathy.  (And  girls,  be  careful 
not  to  be  misled  by  sympathy.  True,  sym- 
pathy is  next  to  love,  but  it  is  not  love.) 
Love  is  the  most  divine  attribute  to  the 
human  soul,  and  if  you  accept  the  immor- 
tality of  the  soul,  that  is,  if  you  believe  that 
personality  persists  after  death,  then  you 
must  believe  that  love  also  lives.  Is  that 
not  sound?  And  I  ask  you  this:  Whom  shall 
we  love  when  we  recognize  those  person- 
alities in  the  next  world? 

True,  we  are  admonished  to  love  every- 
body. Yes,  we  should  love  everybody  now: 
but  you  and  I  know  that  we  love  those 
whom  we  know  best.  I  love  her  whom  I 
have  seen  sacrifice  her  life  for  the  little 
loved  ones — her  by  whose  side  I  have  sat 
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and  together  prayed  for  an  afflicted 
darling!  I  shall  love  my  mother  who  I 
know  offered  her  life  that  I  might  have 
being.  When  we  meet  these  personalities 
in  the  eternal  realm,  we  shall  recognize 
them  and  know  them  because  of  these  ex- 
periences in  this  life.  And  the  union  of 
loving  hearts  will  be  perpetuated  after  life. 
That  is  why  we  are  married  —  sealed  — 
for  time  and  eternity.  It  is  not  a  mere 
dogma  of  the  Church  —  it  is  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  choose  the  house  of  the  Lord  in 
which  to  plight  your  love  and  to  consecrate 
your  vows. 

Let  me  give  you  a  glimpse  of  the  signifi- 
cance of  such  a  marriage.  The  bridegroom 
kneeling  at  the  altar  has  in  his  heart  the 
dearest  possession  that  a  husband  can 
cherish — the  assurance  that  she  who  places 
his  hand  in  his,  in  confidence,  in  marriage, 
is  as  pure  as  a  sunbeam — as  spotless  as  the 


snow  newly  fallen  from  the  sky.  He  has 
the  assurance  that  in  her  purity  and  sweet- 
ness she  typifies  divine  motherhood.  Now. 
young  man.  is  not  that  complete  faith  and 
confidence  worth  everything  else  in  the 
world? 

And  equally  sublime  is  the  assurance  the 
young  girl  has  that  the  man  she  loves,  to 
whom  she  gives  herself  in  marriage,  comes 
to  her  with  that  same  purity  and  strength 
of  character  that  she  brings  to  him.  Such 
union  will  indeed  be  a  marriage  ordained 
of  God  for  the  glory  of  his  creation. 

Young  men  and  women  who  would  live 
the  happiest  lives  would  do  well  to  prepare 
themselves  to  be  worthy  of  that  form  of 
marriage  which  God  has  ordained  —  the 
union  of  a  man  and  woman  worthy  to  have 
their  marriage  consummated  in  the  temple 
of  the  Most  High.

Through  this 
lineage  were  to  come  the  tried  and  proven 
souls  that  had  demonstrated  their  righ- 
teousness in  the  spirit  world  before  they 
came  here.  We  came  through  that  line- 
age. Our  particular  branch  is  the  House 
of  Joseph  through  his  son  Ephraim. 

(Melvin  J.  Ballard:  The  three  degrees  of 
glory,  p.  20). 

"So  we,  who  have  accepted  the  Gospel  in 
the  last  dispensation,  were  the  tried  and 
proven  souls  who  have  the  believing  blood 
of  the  royal  parentage  of  Abraham,  Isaac, 
Jacob  and  Joseph,  flowing  through  our 
veins.  We  are  the  literal  seed  of  Abraham, 
who,  through  his  supreme  faithfulness,  won 
the  covenant  of  the  Lord:  ''And  I  will  make 
of  thee  a  great  nation,  and  I  will  bless  thee 
above  measure,  and  make  thy  name  great 
among  all  nations,  and  thou  shalt  be  a 
blessing  unto  thy  seed  after  thee,  and  in 
their  hands  they  shall  bear  this  ministry 


and  priesthood  unto  all  nations  •  .  And  I 
will  bless  them  that  bless  thee,  and  curse 
them  that  curse  thee:  and  in  thee  and  in 
thy  seed,  for  I  give  unto  you  a  promise  that 
this  right  shall  continue  in  thee,  and  in  thy 
seed  after  thee  shall  all  the  families  of  the 
earth  be  blessed,  even  with  the  blessings  of 
the  Gospel,  which  are  the  blessings  of 
salvation,  even  of  life  eternal." 

The  Lord  renewed  this  covenant  with 
Isaac  and  with  Jacob,  but  it  is  through  the 
blessing  and  birthright  given  to  Joseph 
that  it  is  revealed  to  us  now.  Through  us, 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  all  the  families  of  the 
earth  may  be  blessed.  Through  the  envy 
and  conspiracy  of  his  brothers,  Joseph 
was  sold  into  Egypt.  All  this  was  for  a 
wise  purpose  in  the  Lord,  as  Joseph  re- 
vealed to  his  perplexed  brethren  when  they 
came  to  buy  wheat  during  the  seven  years 
of  famine:  "And  he  said,  I  am  Joseph  your 
brother,  whom  ye  sold  into  Egypt.  Now 
therefore  be  not  grieved,  nor  angry  with 
yourselves,  that  ye  sold  me  hither:  for  God 
did  send  me  before  you  to  preserve  life  .  .  • 
And  God  sent  me  before  you,  to  preserve 
you  a  posterity  in  the  earth,  and  to  save 
your  lives  by  a  great  deliverance." 

In  his  old  age,  Jacob  blessed  all  his  sons, 
but  reserved  for  Joseph  his  choicest  bless- 
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ing:  "And  Jacob  said  unto  Joseph,  O  my 
son.  He  hath  blessed  me  in  raising  thee  up 
to  be  a  servant  unto  me,  in  saving  my 
house  from  death;  in  delivering  my  people, 
thy  brethren,  from  famine  which  was  sore 
in  the  land;  Wherefore  the  God  of  thy 
fathers  shall  bless  thee,  and  the  fruit  of  thy 
loins,  that  they  shall  be  blessed  above  thy 
brethren,  and  above  thy  father's  house;  For 
thou  shalt  be  a  light  unto  my  people,  to  de- 
liver them  in  the  days  of  their  captivity, 
from  bondage;  and  to  bring  salvation  unto 
them,  when  they  are  altogether  bowed 
down  under  sin." 

Yes,  Joseph's  was  a  saving  mission,  and 
likewise  his  posterity  shall  once  again  be 
saviours  of  the  House  of  Israel  by  bringing 
to  the  living  the  saving  principles  of  the 
Gospel,  and  administering  temple  ordin- 
ances for  the  departed.  ■  Each  of  us  is  the 
personal  representative  of  thousands  of 
souls.  You  may  ask  how?  Each  of  us  has 
four  grandparents,  eight  great-grand- 
parents. In  the  tenth  generation  we  have 
1,024  direct  ancestors,  in  the  twentieth 
generation  we  have  1,048,576. 

Our  forefathers  gave  us  the  priceless  gift 
of  life  and  birth  into  the  opportunities  of 
mortality.  They  bequeathed  to  each  of  us  a 
healthy  body  and  mind.  They  won  for  us 
religious  freedom,  political  liberty  and  a 
full  right  to  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  The 
greatest  privileges  we  now  enjoy  have 
come  down  to  us  through  our  forefathers. 

Remember  the  worth  of  souls  is  great. 
Let  us  not  think  of  these  souls  merely  as 
numbers  of  names.  Each  one  of  them 
lived  as  we  are  living,  they  laughed,  thev 
cried,  they  loved.  They  had  the  same 
heartaches,  the  same  joys,  they  raised  their 
beloved  children,  and  all  that  we  might 
eventually  have  life.  We  needed  them  all. 
everyone  of  them.  In  the  words  of  Brigham 
Young:  Would  they  not  say,  "We  have  lain 
here  thousands  of  years,  here  in  this  prison 
house,  waiting  for  this  dispensation  to 
come.  Here  we  are,  bound  and  fettered,  in 
the  association  of  those  who  are  filthy." 
What  would  they  whisper  in  our  ears? 
Why,  if  we  could  but  realize  the  im- 
portance of  the  work  we  are  engaged  in. 
All  the  angels  in  heaven  are  looking  at  this 
little  handful  of  people,  and  stimulating 
them  to  the  salvation  of  the' human  family. 
So  also  are  the  devils  in  hell  looking  at  this 
people,  and  trying  to  overthrow  us  .  .  . 
When  I  think  upon  this  subject  I  want  the 
tongues  of  seven  thunders  to  wake  up  the 
people." 


Brothers  and  Sisters,  let  us,  the  blessed 
posterity  of  Joseph,  be  true  to  our  heritage 
and  faithful  in  our  mission  Let  us  turn 
our  hearts  to  this  plaintive  cry  from  the 
world  beyond:
